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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The affidavit filed on 7-22-2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 has 
been considered but is ineffective to overcome the Bennett and 
Gura references. 

. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a 
reduction to practice of the invention in this country or a 
NAFTA or WTO member country prior to the effective date of the 
Bennett and Gura references. 

The evidence presented establishes conception of an idea 
for a gaming machine. However, the evidence presented fails to 
establish reduction of practice. The evidence presented merely 
establishes that artwork was produced, ADOBE Photoshop is 
software used to produce graphics. However, the claimed 
inventions that the Applicant is seeking patent protection on i 
not artwork. The Applicant is seeking protection on a gaming 
machine with the functionality recited in claims 1-21. No 
evidence of a game machine with an exhibition is presented. 
There are no photographs of a gaming machine, no schematic 
diagrams or block diagrams of a gaming machine, no software 
coding in readable form is presented, etc. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 
Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 
establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows:

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Bennett. The reasoning why Bennett renders the 
claimed inventions unpatentable is given in the previous Office 
action and is incorporated herein. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Gura et al . This rejection is maintained and 
incorporated herein. 

Response to Arguments 

The Applicant's remarks are directed to the antedating of 
the references. The Examiner has explained why the affidavit 
and exhibits are insufficient to antedate the references. The 
Applicant's remarks are silent with respect to the what the 
prior art used in the rejections disclose, teach and suggest to 
one of ordinary skill in the art and how the claimed invention 
is different. It is therefore assumed by the Examiner that 
Applicant has acquiesced to the Examiner position of the art 
vis-a-vis the claimed inventions in that claims 1-24 are either 
anticipated or found obvious over Bennett or Gura. It is 
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therefore suggested that the Applicant amend the Application to 
define over the disclosure, teachings and suggestions found in 
the prior art used in the rejections.
